W, Hanks,

PAINFUL OPERATION.

Young Lad Has Large Areas Of

Blistered Flesh Covered With Skin

Furnished By His Brother.
Several weeks since Till? RKVIRW

mentioned the fearful scalding of
the twelve-year-ol- d son of Professor
nnd Mrs. W. C. Alderson, of the
St. Johns schools. Uy the over-

turning of a kettle of boiling water
the boy, who was sitting beside the
stove, was painfully and possibly
fatally scalded from his hips to his
feet there being but little llesh left

Uhii his legs and the lower part of
his body.

For scvernl days it was feared
that he could not survive the in-

juries received: and the best of
medical attendance was in doubt as
to the outcome.

The peculiar location of the
affliction was an unusual condition
to face and the lad underwent
great phyaicnl pain nt all times.

There were more than 150 square
inches of surface where the skin
was entirely absent -- anti It was
finally decided that only skin-graftin- g

could save the lad's life-- ami

return him to tt condition
where his recovery wns practically
assured. While there is no doubt
that enough jiersous would volun-

teer to give up small areas of skin
for the physicians' use in grafting,
still there was the great umouiit of
labor to secure skin from only
(icrfectly healthy people.

The obstacle was overcome last
Monday when an older brother of
the injured lad volunteered to give
up sufficient skin to enable the
physicians to graft the entire sur-

face. The work was done at tt

Portland hospital and the boys
were tiutL'r anaesthetics for about
three hours. It is not customary
to make so laree a grafting from
one subject but in this case the
doctors believed the operation was
entirely successful.
